1. He prays for us.

How will you respond in the midst of a storm? 

1. Postpone a major decision until a crisis has passed, if at all possible 

2. Don't go into isolation 

3. Say no to fear, self-pity and "if onlys" 

4. Keep up with life's routines 

5. Admit feelings 

6. Remember who is in control 

Principle: You can't learn that Jesus is all you need - until Jesus is all you have. 

Principle: God is in control - especially when it seems that everything else is out of control.
